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Miss Smith, by her unique method of teaching, brought the pages of literature to 
life for her students. A sincere interest in her subject; and indeed, in life itself, enabled 
her to instill in them the desire for a greater knowledge and understanding of universal 
truths. Hers was a dedicated life — a life given to showing the way to others. She 
possessed and shared the ability —

The THS Band has reached the promi- 
nent position it now holds in southeastern 
Massachusetts and throughout New Eng- 
land because of Mr. Robert H. Park.
